Booker Waebiagtoo waa of the 
malatto eaate. His mother was 
a negro stave and his father an 
unknown white man. From this 
lowly ooaditioa he came to be a 
scholar, a maa of floe character, 
aod tbe originator of a great 
work that made him a benefac- 
tor to'bia people aad, thra tbat 
maaaa, of great nae to bia conn- 
try aad aeotion. 

Booker Wasbtngton reoognited 
tbe real naeda of tbe SDotbern 
negroea in the matter of ednca- 
tion and training as no one at- 
tempting that important work 
had done bafora blai, aad he baa 
taeomplished mere in a practical 
WMy for the advancement and op 
lift of the race that has oome 
from aay other aooroa. 

It waa aa a leader of tboagbt 
and originator of new methods 
that tbia noted negro ednoator 
waa greateet, and in thia raapect 
his work will live after him. 

Tbe white people of tbe soabb 
had a high respect and most 
kindly feeling for Qooijcer W^9h- 
ington. Hia work waa mnch ap 
preoialed by tbe whites, and his 
death la reooguirod aa a great 
loaa to tba Boalb ia gftppral at 
well as to the aecniaa^llaab 
viile Banner.

In 
many Instanrea, reitored blm to 
good cltlteniblp, and a convict re- 
itored to good cltliansblp la an 
aaaet; a convict released to follow 
a lite of crime la a liability. 

If Kentucky wants the adTantagea 
that come from convict labor ou 
the roads, aU that wUI be neceesary 
will be to ToU Tee tor tbe amend- 
aseat. If Keatacky prefers to let 
the prison een t rae t o r get rieher at 
her expensi by ooatlaalng la effect 
a system of stavary, the asMBdmeat 
wlU be defeated. 

Bat the voter who goes to the 
polla aad falla to vote on the amend- 
ment will orerlook an opportunity 
lo do his county aad the state good 
aerrtee.
